I have called school off two days 
before Christmas break," said John F. 
Barbini, Dist 118 superintendent "I 
do not know if this is a portent of a 
bad winter or just a bad break." 

The district, which includes 
Wauconda, Island Lake and north to 
Volo, has many rural roads. 

"This was not a typical storm," 
said Steve Auth, public works 
commissioner in Lindenhurst. 
"Normally, snow removal is done in 
two shifts. However, the severity of 
this storm stretched our 
capabilites." 

Eight crews worked on snow 
removal in Lindenhurst, with plows, 
operating around the clock from 3 
p.m. to 3 a.m., Auth said. 



Grayslake village manager Mike 
Ellis feels the village did a good job of 
dealing with the weather. Because of 
added contractor help, the village 
was able to get all of the streets 
cleaned by the next morning. 

In general, residents were 
pleased with the job the village did, 
Ellis said. "We were surprised, there 
were very few (complaints)." 

As far as preparation for the 
snowfall, .Ellis said the village was 
ready. "We have a gradation of 
plans," he explained. "(Adding the 
contractors) is a normal procedure, 
normal plan."

in Deercrest lawsuit

It was anticipated that Judge 
Wallace Dunn would rule on the 
motions submitted by both plaintiffs 
and defendants when ihe case was 
heard before him about the 
complaint filed by Otto Sprenger and 
the limited liability company (LLC) 
Deercrest against the Village of 
Antioch, Lake County and Kenneth 
Glick. 

No motions were granted, and 
the judge asked that the plaintiffs 
suit be amended and re-filed by 
Dec. 1 (which - was missed by four 
days), giving the others 21 days to 



again reply. 

After the initial complaint was 
filed, both Lake County and Glick 
filed motions to dismiss counts 
against them. After some time, the 
Village of Antioch filed a response 
with the court, but made no motion 
to dismiss the case. 

"These are just the preliminary 
stages of a lawsuit," said village attor- 
ney Ken Clark. "We didn't file a 
motion to dismiss because, in effect, 
the position of the plaintiff is well- 
founded and the suit is primarily 
against the county."

Archdiocese, Pedersens' 
properties annexed 




Following a public hearing 
meeting about the proposed annexa- 
tion of the Archdiocese of Chicago 
property as well as the two properties 
owned separately by Alfred Pedersen 
and Dale Pedersen, the board of 
directors of the Village of Antioch 
approved the petitions of the three to 
annex into the village in an unani- 
mous vote, with one member absent. 

The properties, situated north of 
Rte. 173 and east of Rte. 45, have been 
brought into the village under the 
automatic annexation allowance of 
the E-l zoning ordinance, the most 
restrictive type of zoning. This 
ordinance was changed earlier in the 
year to provide protection to the sensi- 
tive East-Sub Area, and when devel- 
oped must be done as it is shown in 



the village's comprehensive plan. 

The Archdiocese of Chicago 
owns the 40 acres contiguous to 
Antioch that allowed for the Peder- 
sens to come in with their 245 
acres. 

The Pedersens made a joint 
petition asking that they be allowed 
to continue using the property for 
agricultural purposes until such a 
time that the property will be devel- 
oped. The board granted the Peder- 
sens the right to use the property as 
they have been, but with the stipula- 
tion that they don't switch the 
agricultural use to a commercial 
piggery or a mink farm. 

There are no current plans for 
development of any of these three 
properties.

An unexpected telephone 
call helped the cause of a 
local family wishing to 
help those who have lost 
children to death all too early. 

"It is very exciting. We just got a 
call from someone who did not lose 
a child, but had a special place for 
kids," Cherrie Teuber said. 

Teuber said she was pleased 
with the turnout for the dedication 
in downtown Wauconda. 
Karen Gorski launched the 



fundraising effort last March to bring 
a special statue to the village. She 
said she is surprised at how quickly 
the funds came in. 

The effort has deep personal 
meaning for the Wauconda resident 
Her granddaughter, Jordan Elizabeth 
Teuber, died six hours after birth 
due to a complication brought about 
by a chromosome disorder. 

"It never does go away," she said 
of the grieving. "I lost a grandchild, 
but I can only imagine what it is like 
to lose a child. Losing a grandchild 
stinks," Gorski said.

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Car dealership move approved

Approval has been given to 
Country Pontiac-Buick to move from 
its current location to that of the for- 
mer Waterfall Restaurant by the 
board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch. Five trustees voted in favor 
of the zoning change from B-3 (busi- 
ness) to M-l (industrial), with one 
absent. 

Though approval has been given 
for the zoning change, it is the intent 
of the village board and the planning 
and zoning board to revise the ordi- 
nance for B-3 zoning to allow car 
dealerships as a special use, provided 
mechanical services do not include 
bodywork. Currently, car dealerships 
are only allowed in M-l zoning. 

At the meeting of the planning 
and zoning board, director Bob Sil- 
! han had explained that in many vil- 
lages car dealerships fall under the 
category of B-3 and not M-l anyhow. 

When' and if car dealerships are 
added as a special use to the B-3 zon- 



ing ordinance, the owners Steve and 
Jim Sledz have agreed to request the 
zoning be changed back to B-3 thus 
eliminating spot zoning within the 
village.

the zoning change, trustee Dorothy 
Larson said, "It (the proposal) will 
move the auto dealership out of the 
downtown area, which really isn't ap- 
propriate anymore. All of thecardeal- 
erships are located on Rte. 173," 

Traffic in the area' caused some 
concern to be voiced. Jim Sledz re- 
sponded that the dealership's re- 
search and reports have shown that 
there is little vehicle traffic, about 10 



cars per day. 

Trustee Wayne Foresta wanted 
the petitioner to agree to contribute 
to the cost of a stop light in the event 
one is warranted by the state, noting 
that several of the new neighbor- 
hoods on Tiffany have been asked to 
do so, 

Silhan said, "I didn't think it 
would be appropriate to address that 
because there is already a usage on 
there that would bring'in more traf- 
fic." 

"We're not talking about a new 
building. We're talking about an ex- 
isting building," Larson added. "If it 
were new, I would consider looking 
at this differently." 

Mayor Marilyn ShineQug pointed 
out that the village collects 1 percent 
of the sales taxes from the dealership 
and that would contribute to the cost 
of a light if one were put up in the fu- 
ture.

Antioch deals with snowfall, 
reminds of plowing guidelines

After the flooding of late spring 
and early summer, it will take more 
than a little snowfall to cripple the 
Village of Antioch. 

The public works department, 
aided by a couple of outside con- 
tractors, ably plowed and removed 
snow to keep businesses open and 
residents mobile. 

"We were ready for it. It was no 
problem at all. We have the best 
(cleared) roads in the county," said 
streets department foreman Tom 
Huebner. 



According to street commission- 
er Joe Huber, 10.5 inches of snowfell 
in less than 24 hours, between the 
early morning hours Dec. 11 and 
9:30 p.m. that same day^ 

Road crews worked in two 12- 
hour shifts, Utilizing six big trucks 
including two front-end loaders as 
well as some smaller snow blowers. 
Outside contractors supplied an 
additional two trucks and man- 
power. 

Mayor Marilyn Stiineflug said, 
"They've done a really good job, and 
things have proceeded very well." 
She added that the crews are contin- 
uing to clear smaller side streets and 



parking lots. 

The Village of Antioch reminds 
residents that there are ordinances 
to be followed that come into affect 
after an inch of snowfall to aid in 
snow removal. 

Huber added, "After an Inch of 
snowfall, there is no parking on the 
street until the (snow) removal is 
complete." Additionally, It is 
against village ordinance to shovel, 
plow or snow blow snow onto vil- 
lage streets.-

The time is now to get cards and 
packages mailed out for the holiday. 

"We have guidelines for 'safe' 
times to get cards and packages 
mailed. Following them is the best 
way to make sure things are received 
on time, but that doesn't mean it will 
definitely take that long to get from 
one place to another," said Antioch 
postal clerk Larry Darling. 

At this point, if it is important to 
get a package to destination by 
Christmas, there is some risk sending 
it parcel post, also known as stan- 
dard rate or third class. *It normally 
takes 7-10 days for something to be' 
delivered by parcel post. For the hol T 
id ays, the USPS (United States Postal 
Service) is recommending a mailing 
date of Dec. 10," he said. 

Items may be sent by priority 
mail until Dec 18. According to Dar- 
ling it usually takes 2-3 days for prior- 
ity mail to reach its destination. It 
costs $320 to mail up to 2 pounds of 
material. 

Express mail usually takes just 
one day to arrive. The USPS recom- 
mends allowing a little more time, 
adding that letters and packages 
should be sent within the week of 
Christmas. 

The USPS also offers addressing 
and packaging tips to make it a sea- 
son of "holidays without the hassle." 

The first, tip is to write, type or 
print the complete address neatly, 
and to use a complete return address. 
The complete address should include 



information like Ave., Blvd., and St, 
should include the apartment num- 
ber or suite, and should use the cor- 
rect directional such as N. or W. 

Having the correct ZIP code is 
important in avoiding delivery de- 
lays. ZIP code information can be 
obtained at the local post office, or 
by going to the official web site at 
www.usps.com. 

To protect the package contents, 
select a box that is strong and has am- 
ple room for cushioning inside the 
carton. Use shredded or rolled news- 
paper, bubble wrap or styrofoam 
peanuts for the cushioning material. 
When mailing framed pho- 
tographs, take the glass out of the 
frame and wrap It separately. Batter- 
ies should be removed from toys, 
wrapped and placed next to the toys 
inside the box. 

Only the address of delivery and 
the return address should be on the 
outside of the box. It is recommend- 
ed that an index card with the mail- 
ing information be placed inside the 
-package. 

Use tape that is designed for 
shipping, such as pressure-sensitive 
tape, nylon-reinforced craft paper 
tape, or glass-reinforced pressure- 
sensitive tape. 

Packages displaying postage 
stamps, and weighing more than 1 
pound must be taken to the post of- 
fice for mailing. 

There are two nearby post office 
with extended hours through Dec. 
17. The Grayslake and McHenry post 
offices will be open on Saturday un- 
til 4 p.m., and will be open on Sun-

Sewerage System attach to the Sprenger/Deer- 
crest property so that the land can be devel- 
oped under the PUD (planned unit develop- 
ment) approved by the Village of Antioch. 

The PUD was approved by the village with 
the understanding that the sewerage system 
would be brought to the property under the 
1994 ordinance that established a special ser- 
vice area designated as the Northeast Lake Fa- 
cilities Planning Area Special Service Area 
(NEFPA SSA), commonly referred to as the 
Northeast Sewerage System or special service 
area (SSA). 

The complaint also contends that the own- 
ers of the Glick tract (property that lies between 
where the county has "stubbed? its installation 
of die sewerage system and die Sprenger tract) 
granted easements for the sewerage syst :;n un-. 
der the 1994 ordinance, but now refuses to ap- 
prove the location for the easements. 

The Glick tract has subsequendy been sold 
to the Lake County Forest Preserves, who is not 
named in the suit. 

Lake County's motion to dismiss contends 
that it has not obtained an easement (from 
Glick), and is not obligated to obtain an ease- 
ment (from Glick). It also states that the 
Sprenger/Deercrest suit is based on "conclu- 
sions of law" and does not have sufficient facts 
to cause action by the court. 

It says, in part, "The plaintiffs' sole allegation 
in tliis regard is merely that the county 'under- 
took the obligation to obtain the easements.'" 

The county's motion to dismiss further 
states that it has no obligation to extend the 
sewerage system either west of Rte. 45 or 



north of Rte. 173, and that the easement let- 
ters from Glick and others were only for the 
benefit of the original SSA tract owners and 
still impose no legal obligations upon the 
county to obtain easements for sewers across 
the Glick tract. 

Key to the response to Lake County's mo- 
tion to dismiss is that the county has collected 
more than $100,000 a year annually from the 
Sprenger and Glick tracts, as well as an addi- 
tional amount of $250,000 from S&S Petroleum 
and G. Wells tracts since 1994. "This would 
mean that the county levied a substantial tax 
against die west-side properties to build a sew- 
er system without any assurance to the owners 
of those properties that they could ever use the 
system built with their money," according to 
the response. 

Glick's motion to dismiss contends that the 
letter to the county was at most an agreement 
to grant an easement if the county requested 
one. In response, Sprenger/Deercrest site the 
case of Egidi v. Town of Libertyville that reads, 
"No particular words are necessary to consti- 
tute a grant (of an easement), and any words 
that show clear intention to give an easement, 
which is by law grantable, are sufficient to ef- 
fect that purpose." 

Glick, in turn, replied to the response, "If 
p ■ ntiff s assertion is true . . . then there is noth- 
ing further that the court has to order Glick to 
do since the easement is in place." 

As the re-filing of the amended complaint 
by Sprenger/Deercrest was not filed until Dec. 
5, and 21 days are allowed for response, the 
soonest this case will come back before the 
judge is Dec. 26.

To Heart' 
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Community journalism 
is very important to me

A lot of journalists look askance at small- 
town, weekly newspapers. They chuckle softly 
to themselves as they read about the upcoming 
Methodist Church bazaar, the new manholes 
being installed on Main Street, or the Johnson 
girl winning a blue ribbon at the 4-H show. 
Then they will say, "Oh, sure, they're cute little 
newspapers alright, but they're not what jour- 
nalism is really about." 

These "professionals" tend to think of 
journalism strictly in terms of writing a hard- 
hitting investigative report about a corrupt 
government official or writing an emotional- 
ly charged news story about the deplorable 
conditions in some Third World country. 
Don't get me wrong. I for one am glad when 
a reporter takes the time and effort to expose 
someone who is corrupt. I also appreciate 
learning about conditions in other, less-for- 
tunate countries. 

However, what many journalists fail to re- 
alize is that journalism is a wonderfully broad 
profession that fills many needs in many 
ways. Just as there is a need for daily newspa- 
pers to keep people informed of current in- 
ternational, national, state and local events, 
so too is there a need for smaller, weekly 
newspapers — "hometown" newspapers — to 
help people stay in touch with their lives and 
their roots. 

I've seen the need for hometown news in 
our readers throughout Lake and McHenry 
Counties. They are people who were born here 
and have lived here all their lives, they are peo- 
ple who moved away and later returned, they 
are people who have lived here only a "short" 
time (which can be upwards to 20 years, or 
more) and they are people who moved away 
but still have a deep attachment to the towns 
where they were bom and raised. 

A town that has had a weekly newspaper 
and then lost it for whatever reason, ever after 
feels a deep sense of loss. I know the feeling. My 
hometown newspaper in Michigan — Vie Iron 
Herald — ceased publication while I was yet in 
high school. 

. Last summer, while home; for an all too, 
short "visit with my parents and brother, my 
wife and I visited an antique shop just down the 
block from where Tile Iron Hera Id's office had 
once been. In the far comer of one room, in the 
bottom of a wooden crate, I came across sever- 
al copies or Vie Iron Herald dating from the 
1950s. Looking at them was like being trans- 
ported back in time. To actually see and hold 
my hometown newspaper once again meant a 
lot to me. 

Those copies came home with me. Some- 
how, I couldn't resist buying them. Today, they 
rest on a shelf in my office and from time to 
time when I'm looking for something else I'll 
come across them and reverently pick a copy 
up and read an article or two about the Episco- 
pal Church youth outing or that my high 
school's basketball team had defeated a cross- 
county rival. 

Then, I'll think about my work at Lakeland 
Newspapers and realize just how significant my 
job is. It is not just that of managing editor. It is 
much deeper than that. In a real and true sense, 
my job is that of caretaker and preservation- 
ist...to care for and preserve something that has 
meant— and continues to mean— so much to 
the towns they serve. That means something to 
me and I think about it often. 

It's not a glamorous job and I will probably 
never win a Pulitzer prize. But the kindergart- 
ners learned about farming, the American Le- 
gion Auxiliary held its monthly meeting and the 
7-9 yearolds won the soccer championship. All 
of which appear in our newspapers. 

So chuckle if you will, buf for me the 
essence of journalism is right here with a week- 
ly newspaper. And I for one wouldn't want to" 
be anywhere else.

Many people who are.not very familiar with 

..martial arts think that after receiving a black belt 

. there is nothing left to attain in karate. You may, 

| however, have heard those with black belts refer 

^to themselves as a flrat don or higher: As Uiis indi- 



cates, black belts have varying degrees and at- 
taining your first one is just the beginning. 

. The ideogram dan means level or step, A 
stairway is called a kaidan, or "series of steps," in 
Japanese. The various dan of black belts, there- 
fore/reflect various steps or levels of proficiency 
after attaining the black belt Incidentally, dan are 
assigned in a variety of Japanese disciplines, and 
in most cases these degrees of attainment are not 
symbolized by different-colored belts or cos- 
tumes. A Japanese chess expert, for example, will 
be ranked with a dan, though he or she does not 
wear a traditional uniform. 

The number "one" is called ichi in Japanese. 
The first level of the black belt, however, is not 
called tchi-dan but sho-dan. This is interesting. 
The numbers "two" and "three" are ni and san, 
respectively, and the second and third levels are, 
as you would expect, called ni-dan and san-dan. 
Why is only the first level different? 

In fact, the ideogram sho means "first" or 
"beginning." The same ideogram is used to ex- 
press the idea of the first sunrise of the year, for 
example. It is also found in the word for "begin- 
ner." The use of the word shodan, first or begin- 
ning dan, for the first stage of the black belt shows 
that in Japan the students who has only achieved 
shodan is still considered a beginner— a very dif- 
ferent awareness than that found in the West, 
where so much importance is placed on the black 
belt as a final goal. But once you truly realize the 
depths of knowledge and skill that can be ac- 
quired through karate, you also realize that the 
few years required to attain your first black belt 
are really just the beginning. On the other 
hand, a wonderful thing about karate is that a lim- 
itless number of black belts can be given out. 
Many things in life, from the number of new job 
openings at a prestigious company to the number 
of medals at the Olympics, are limited, and some 
people will not attain these goals no matter how 
hard they try. There is no such limit to karate. As 
long as a student practices diligently, sooner or 
later, he or she will receive a black belt. 

Whether or not you will attain a dan, and 
how much further you develop beyond sho-dan, 
depends entirely on your commitment and effort

Drawing on his experience as a forester for 
the Lake County Forest Preserve District, newly 
elected President AlWesterman is giving every 
indication of beinga "hands on" executive. 

Westerman, a native of Lake County, is the 
first president of the district formed in 1958 to 



have educational background and profession- 
al experience in Forest Preserve management. 
Although Westerman' went out of his way to 
praise outgoing President Carol Calabresa, 
Westerman left no doubt that a new leadership 
style will go into effect immediately. 




Supporters of his election pointed to West- 
erman's sense of team play and his desire to 
work with staff members as advisers rather 
than decision makers as leading to his election 
over Calabresa who was named vice president.

Urge seniors to apply for tax, drug aid 



Senior citizens who feel the burden of 
property taxes and prescription drug costs 
should apply now for Illinois' Circuit Breaker 
program, according to State Sen. Adeline Geo- 
Karis. 

"This program offers property tax grants 
and assistance paying for prescription medi- 
cines," said Geo-Karis. "These are two expens- 
es that create a financial burden on many se- 
nior citizens.'* 

Circuit Breaker helps pay for prescription 
medications used to treat arthritis, heart and 
blood pressure problems and diabetes. Partic- 
ipants simply pay an annual fee and a month- 
ly deductible determined by income level. The 
program's property tax benefits provide an an- 
nual grant of up to $700 to reimburse fora por- 
tion of property taxes, mobile home taxes, rent 
or nursing home fees. 



The program is open to anyone at least 65 
years or 16years old and disabled according to 
the Social Security Administration guidelines. 
Participants must have an annual household 
income of less than $16,000 in 1999 and be res- 
idents of Illinois. 

Geo-Karis adds that those who do not 
currently qualify should reapply in January 
when new income guidelines take place 
and additional prescription medicines are 
included. Geo-Karis sponsored the expan- 
sion, which would give an estimated 
500,000 additional senior citizens access to 
the program.

Efficiency and environmental efforts 
achieved at county shooting range

After nearly two years, safety and environ- 
mental upgrades have been completed at the 
Lake County Sheriffs Office outdoor shooting 
range. 

The improvements were designed to en- 
hance the efficiency and safety ofthe 10 year- 
old facility, which is located on Russell Rd, east 
of Interstate 94 in Russell, near the Wisconsin 
state line. 

Key features arc the advanced bullet trap- 
retrieval system, drainage and electrical sys- 
tems and the ability for the use of multiple tar- 
get systems. 

"What makes the facility so attractive to us 
is the flexibility and safety the newly installed 
trap system offers to its users," said Sheriff Gary 
Del Re. 

The bullet trap method was specifically de- 
signed for use and installation within the cur- 
rent earthen berm. Until recenUyUieberm had 
been used for catching fired projectiles during 
various firearms training courses. 

Soil erosion and further contamination 
through lead transfer into the environment will 
be alleviated with the new system. 

The trap is designed to stop and absorb 
ammunition fired from handguns, shotguns, 
submachine guns and a limited range of rifle 
ammunition. 

Projectile de-energization and termination 
is achieved when bullets enter a thick layer of 
granular rubber material which is supported in 



the trap by steel plates. Bullets remain in the 
trap largely intact until the rubber substance 
can be vacuumed out from the back where 
hoppers beneath each shooting position will 
catch the spent bullets. 

The trap system has a total length of over 
200 feet which will also allow it's use for tacti- 
cal and SWAT (Special Weapons And Tactics) 
courses. 

Capacity was increased from 15 to 30 users 
with the new system, using the same amount 
orspace. 

Mechanical, wireless and pneumatic elec- 
trical targets have been added to the structure 
as well as artificial lighting and sound which 
will enable shooters a more realistic environ- 
ment. 

. The Sheriffs Office range is the first in the 
nation to utilize this bullet trap and retrieval 
system into an outdoor range. Cost ofthe up- 
grade was approximately $400,000. 

The shooting range which is surrounded 
by three berms is situated on three acres: A 
classroom facility, storage building and two 
story tower firearms center are located on the 
property. 

Over 30 law enforcement agencies includ- 
ing one federal agency share the shooting 
range resource. 

"This system is a valuable resource for 
the entire law enforcement community 
and the public overall in that It promotes 
the proper, competent and safe use of 
firearms by law enforcement officers," 
said Del Re.

Community safety starts

In response to the editorial 
"time to review 'lock 'em up' 
policy" in your Nov. 30, edition, 
I would like to share some facts 
and statistics as they relate to the 
criminal justice continuum in Lake 
County. 

[ was greatly concerned when 
reading your comments about deal- 
ing with criminals who "have hurt 
ho one but themselves." To suggest 
that there is such a thing as a vic- 
timless crime is being insensitive to 
those whose lives are affected by 
crime, whether they are family 
members of the offender, or citizens 
of Lake County. Crime, and those 
who commit crime, have an impact 
on each of us in one way or another. 

When I speak about the crimi- 
nal justice system in Lake County, it 
is just that. A system that includes 
the Jail, but also involves the Judi- 
ciary, States Attorney, Probation and 
Pre-Trial services, all working to- 
gether to ensure that Lake County 
remains a safe place to live and 
work. While I agree that warehous- 
ing prisoners is not an effective ap- 
proach, I also believe that we will 
always be faced with criminals who 
refuse to accept responsibility for 



their behavior or make 
any effort to turn their 
lives around. 

This leaves us with no 
choice but to keep them 
out of our communities. 
With that said, within the 
structure of the Lake 
County Adult Correction- 
al Division are numerous 
diversion and rehabilita- 
tive programs, designed 
to hold criminals responsible for 
their behavior, and provide neces- 
sary tools and skills to shoe who are 
willing to make a change. Lake 
County has, in place, the most inno- 
vative rehabilitative programs in the 
country. 

While in the jail, inmates are pro- 
vided with numerous programming 
opportunities to help them turn 
their lives around. This year a record 
100 inmates will have completed 
their GED requirements while in- 
carcerated. Inmates can attend 
classes such as English as a second 
language (ESL) or participate in 
AA/NA counseling, as well as anger 
management and parenting skills. 

Our implemented Day Report- 
ing Center provides inmates with 
intensive programming, ranging 
from substance abuse counseling to 
job skills enhancement. All of which 
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are designed to ease 
overcrowding. 

Corrections person- 
nel daily examine the 
inmate population to 
determine the appro- 
priateness for various 
programming outside 
of the facility. By doing 
this, we are assured 
that those who remain 
locked in the Jail are 



those who need to be in jail be- 
cause they refuse to accept re- 
sponsibility for their lives, and 
they pose a risk to the Lake Coun- 
ty Community. 

The majority of inmates in our 
Jail, contrary to your editorial, need 
to be in jail. Seventy percent of the 
Jail's population are charged with 
felony offenses. The relatively low 
number of inmates who have been 
charged or convicted of misde- 
meanors and traffic offenses is at- 
tributable to lake County's effective 
pre-trial program and the courts 
use of alternatives for low-risk sen- 
tenced offenders. 

Because Lake County offers the 
most innovative and extensive pro- 
gramming available throughout the 
country, we expect to see a serious 
reduction of the long-term recidi- 
vism as a result.

And that, they say, is how the "toast" 
became part of the social drinker's vocabu- 
lary. 

The clinking of glasses dates back to the 
early Christians, who reasoned the bell-Hke 
sound scared away the devil. 

"The Everything Toasts Book," by Dale 
Irvin, just published this year, has almost 
300 pages of toasts, including: 

"To the good old days, which are taking 
place right now." 

"May Dame Fortune always smile on 
you, but never her daughter, Miss Fortune." 

"To my dentist, who deals with the 
tooth, the whole tooth and nothing but the 
tooth." 

"May your luck ever spread, like jelly on 
bread." 

"In the words of that philosopher Kermit 
the Frog, 'Wherever you go, there you are.' " 

The traditional toast at New Year's, of 
course, is, "We'll take a cup of kindness yet 



for auld lang syne," which, as we all know 
(don't we?) is Scottish for "the good old 
times." 

Almost every language has its own short 
toast, comparable to our "Cheers." In Ger- 
many it's "Prost," in Sweden it's "Skoal," in 
Italy it's "Salute," and in Russia it's "Na 
zdorovia." 

And, of course, in Casablanca it's,

that's just the beginning." 

The fireplace choices available today 
have never been so vast, Gronow noted. 
"Perhaps the proliferation of styles and 
detail comes from the high demand , 
amongst new-home buyers; it is still the 
number-one amenity choice, as it has 
been for more than a decade." 

Although you may think fireplaces are 
at the forefront of a buyer's thoughts with 
the cold weather upon us, it actually is an 
all-year favorite, he adds. 

Fireplaces may be included in any of 
the II time-tested floor plans Kennedy 
currently offers at it communities 
through Chicago's north, west and north- 
west suburbs.

•Hypothermia can cause death when the 
rate of internal heat production cannot keep 
pace with heat loss to a cool or cold environ- 
ment Although the term "freezing to death" 
has been used to describe fatalities, victims 
often succumb while in their own homes in 
temperatures well above freezing. Also, med- 
ications can interfere with the body's re- 
sponse to cold stress. 

•Often the only obvious sign of hypother- 
mia is a growing confusion on the part of the 
victim, as mental acuity declines with body 
temperature. Cold dulls the mental faculties 
to such a degree that the person is never 
aware of the condition, the only sure way or 
even medical professionals to fell if someone 
has hypothermia is to take the body tempera- 
ture (typically 950 F. or under). 

•Poverty is often a major social cause of 
increased vulnerability to hypothermia. 
Younger people should visit older members 
of the community to make sure they remain 
safe and comfortable throughout winter 
months.

So, you want to be a Millionaire? (Port Two) 

By Scoit T. Flcischmann 
We all want 'to, be compensated fairly for the work that we do. 
However, in this age or distorted and well -documented salaries, it is 
sometimes difficult to assign a value to our skills. Earlier this year I 
did a series on bow to assess your value in the job market, and last 
week I discussed some of the financial drawbacks or jobs with high- 
er compensation. This week 1 will look at some of the intangible 
factors to consider when evaluating a position with higher compen- 
sation. 

We are in a free jnarkel economy, so the rule of supply and 
demand is the primary reason people ore well compensated. 
Therefore, those jobs that are difficult to fill will receive higher pay. 
One reason for (his higher pay is that a given job demands a skill or 
experience that is rare. For example, if you arc a lawyer with a CPA 
and twenty years of successful experience in tax law you will be 
compensated well, because there are Tew people with those skills. 
We sec this in the salaries of star athlete's, actors, successful busi- 
ness executive's etc. 

However, another reason there is a shortage of people to fill a job 
is that there are few people who wjml to fill that job. If you are 
offered a job that will compensate you 25% above your perceived 
value, you need to evaluate this risk carefully. Here ore some of the 
downside risks to evaluate: 

• Will the job require extensive overtime, with out appropriate com- 
pensation for that extra work? In a skilled trade J would suggest 
getting paid for every hour you work. If you are in a professional 
position, anything above 45 hours per week is a significant amount 
of overtime and you will want to weigh the benefits of the higher 
compensation against the lime away from your family, friends and 
interests. 

• Will the Job require extensive travel? Most companies do not pay 
for travel time. However, this travel time still takes lime away from 
family, friends and interests, and therefore, it is valuable to you, In 
addition, if you have never had a job where you have had to trav- 
el weekly, that. may seem glamorous, I have had several of those 
jobs and let me just say that the traveling gets tiresome very quick- 
ly- 
Is Ihe work dangerous or hazardous? Mosl people do not want to 

be Involved in an occupallon that is unduly dangerous. Therefore, 
the compensation for these jobs is higher than most. 
Will you be asked to do things that are illegal or immoral? I sug- 
gest that if there is any doubt about the legality or morality of ihe 
job that you turn it down immediately. Many people failed, when 
they have gone Into these types of jobs thinking that they were 
strong enough to overcome the temptation to do the wrong ihing.

Tor the COBRA ptan lo hold me over until my new employers 
insurance benenti kicked In alter 90 days of being employed. 
Paying Tor this extended insurance wns very costly, as I round 
out upon my departure. I was stunned at how naive I was, when 
I wns lold that day that my Insurance was going to cost me ay_e£ 
$200.00 per month mors than I was paying while I was 
employed. After reviewing the paperwork and thinking about 
the expense of needing to come up with $900.00 to Insure myself 
Tor three months, I decided to lake my chances and opted not to 
go for the COBRA. I was two and a hair months Into my new 
job, when I was given my Insurance papers to fill out Tor the fol- 
lowing month which would be 90 days employed.

I 
would be more concerned about being unemployed to get you 
back on your reel. Opting not to take on the COBRA plan In the 
first place was a gamble in ItseH, but as you know, It was a gome 
of chance. You could contact your former employer lo Inquire 
about the plan now, but don't be surprised ir you nnd out that 
your option ran ouL Some employers Insurances follow a 31 day 
regulation, others a 60 day. It seems like you are closer to 90 days 
at this point. Instead of worrying about (his, let me advise you 
that there Is a "short-term" Insurance that you can purchase, for 
which you may call me and I will be happy to point you in the 
proper direction.

he woke me up this morn- 
ing, early," commented 
17-year-old LeVernon Stew- 
art, on his 7 lb. 8 oz. "baby." 



After three days of toting around a lifelike 
doll that is programmed to mimic a new- 
born, Stewart resolves he "doesn't want a baby," at 
least not right now. 

That is the goal of the "Baby Think It Over" pro- 
gram which provides a way for pre-teens, teens and 
young adults still in high school to learn about parent- 
ing responsibilities. 

Program Director, Elizabeth Nash of the Lake 
County Urban League, is responsible for bringing the 
program to the Alternative Education Center in 
Waukegan. 

The baby Stewart cradles is a lifelike model of a 
newborn that contains tamper-proof electronics in- 
side the body to monitor the attention the simulator 
receives from the caregiver. 

Called Baby by the Eau Claire, Wis., company that 
created it, the $350 infant simulator is part of a com- 
plete plan that focuses on providing realistic parent- 
ing experiences. 

A video overview and introduction about the pro- 
gram are presented the first day as well as a workshop 
in baby safety. 

For the next five days, students continue their dai- 
ly lives with the addition of the baby simulator, which 
is activated 24 hours a day. 

Nash points out that day five is the most difficult, 
as the simulator is programmed to be up much of the 
night. 

Baby was programmed from records of real moth- 
ers schedules with newborns and has a range of char- 
acteristics. The caregivers need to determine what 
Baby is crying about just as they would in a real life sit- 
uation. When the simulator begins crying, a key is 
inserted into the back of the doll until the student fig- 
ures out what the problem is. When Baby's needs 
have been met, the student may remove the key, 
which has been attached to their wrist with a tamper- 
resistant band. 

The students keep a diary of their activities with 
Baby, writing down the type of care given and time of 
day. These notes are reviewed by Nash and discussed 
with the students. 

Nash worked with child abuse prevention programs for the league when she became con- 
cerned over the statistics for teen pregnancy in the Waukegan, North Chicago and Son areas. 

With $6,000 of funding from United Way, the league purchased six of the simulators along 
with the educational materials. 

Nash, together with Waukegan Public School social worker, Kevin Kellehner, initiated the 
program as part of the center's child development curriculum last summer. 

School administrators picked the first students, choosing high-risk candidates who they 
hoped would be helped by the agenda. Now students are lining up for the class which offers a 
half credit toward their high school degree. 

So far, of the Oiirty-nine students who have completed the course, 1 1 have been boys and 
four teen-aged mothers. 

The program was quite effective with the girls who already had small children, said Nash. 
After working with the simulators, all of the participants decided they were not ready to extend 
their families until later . 

Nash said there was a mixed reaction from community parents. While some loved the idea, 
others felt having the simulator was an intrusion on their family life. Overall, the majority felt it 
was a good program, Nash said. 

Nash hopes to involve the area's middle schools in the program. "It would deter a lot more 
(children) because they haven't had sex yet."' 

There is another program Nash feels would benefit teens. The Gamble Learning Module is 
a seven-day curriculum that focuses on the risks and potential consequences of using drugs 
and/or alcohol during pregnancy. There is a Fetal Alcohol Syndrome Manikin and drug-affect- 
ed Baby to enhance the message. 

Unfortunately, there aren't enough funds at the present time to provide this course to stu- 
dents, said Nash. 

And diat is a problem, she maintains, since many of area teens are involved with alcohol 
and drugs in the area. 

Another program Nash wants to provide is a course using the existing "Baby Think It Over" 
program for couples. 

The league is seeking grants from the United Way and the Copley Foundation to expand 
the program. Round Lake has shown an interest in running it if materials can be obtained. 
Nash pitches the program to area businesses in hopes of gaining donations. "It would be to 
everyones benefit," she said, as the students "are potentially employees somewhere down the 
road."

Tax aide program needs 
volunteers to help seniors 



The American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP) is on the lookout for 
a few good volunteers, particularly 
men and women who like working 
with numbers and who enjoy helping senior 
citizens prepare their income tax returns. 

The Lake County division of the AARP Tax 
Aide program is now accepting applications 
from adult volunteers of all ages that want to 
help senior citizens with their income taxes. 
The AARP Tax Aide pcogram is co-sponsored 
by the IRS. 

Starting in January, there will be a five or 
six-day training course for the Tax Aide volun- 
teers, know as Tax Aid Counselors, under IRS 
supervision. Volunteers are required to pass 
an open book examination before they may 
counsel seniors. 

Volunteers are reimbursed for out of 



pocket expenses such as mileage, parking and 
postage stamps. 

In return for the training received and 
after they have been certified by the IRS, 
volunteers are expected to spend four hours 
(or more) each week fro February 1 through 
April 15 assisting senior taxpayers at an as- . 
signed convenient site such as a senior cen- 
ter or library. Seniors are not charged for 
this service. Last year, in the U.S.A., more 
than 31,000 Tax Aide volunteers aided more 
than 1.5 million persons with their tax re- 
turns.

Old St. Patrick's Church extends tours 



Rev. John Wall, Pastor, is pleased to 
announce that guided tours of his- 
toric Old St. Patrick's Catholic 
Church are now being extended on 
the third Sunday of each month. The church 
building, which is listed on the National 
Registry of Historic Places, is best known for 
its unique architecture and the world 
renowned Thomas O'Shaughnessy stained 
glass windows. 

Founded in 1846, Old St. Patrick's 
Church is the oldest public building in the 
city of Chicago. The current church struc- 
ture, located on the northwest corner of 
Adams and Des Plaines Streets, was dedicat- 
ed on Christmas Day, 1856. 

In 1964, the Church became the first 
Chicago building officially designated a 
landmark by the Chicago City Council. In 
1977, Old St. Patrick's was listed on the Na- 



tional Register of Historic Places. The 
church's mission is to extend hospitality to 
all who find it on their path. 

Volunteer docents lead group tours that 
include the history of the immigrant parish, 
a detailed description of the building's ar- 
chitectural features and an explanation of 
the unique craftsmanship represented by 
the O'Shaughnessy windows. 

Groups of up to 100 can be accommo- 
dated for tours that may be scheduled on 
Mondays, Thursdays or Fridays. Appoint- 
ments need to be made for tours on these 
days. There are tours of the Church sched- 
uled on the third Sunday of most months, at 
4 p.m.
